alry on His Rear and Flanks, So Hard 


Pressed that He Abandons Trans- 


port to the Enemy 


Aliwal North, Cape Colony, Dec. 8— 


General Dewet appears to be in a most 
dangerous position, and will need all 
his strategy to extricate his force. 


With strong British columns on three 


sides and two swollen rivers barring his 
frortt, the British commanders begin 
to be hopeful that the great chase by 
four columns, which has been one of 
the most exciting operations of the war 
will result in the capture of Dewet. 


London, Dec. 8—The war office has re- 


ceived the following from Lord Kit- 
chener: 


"Have just received news from Knox, 


at Rouxville ,that Dewet's force, hav- 
ing failed to force Coraasale bridge, 
which we held, has trekked north-east, 
abandoning 500 horses and many carts. 


His attempt to reach Cape Colony, 


therefore, failed. He is being pressed 
on all sides." 


Next morning General Knok started 


in hot pursuit. 


Pilcher's and Herbert's _ column* were 


detached to make a turning movement 


After three hours march General 


Knox learned that during the night 
Dewet had doubled back past the Brit- 
ish right, necessitating a 
complete 


change of plans. 


During- tbeiAght of.December 8, Gen-: 


eral Knox encamped on the Carmel 
farm, the site of a Boer laager, which 
bad evidently recently and hurriedly 
moved. 


General Kiiox started, again at day- 


light, hoping to corneis Dewet while 
crossirfe the Karrepoort drift, but ar- 
rived too late. 


The British experienced very great 


difficulty in following Dewet, owing to 
the rise of the river, but they suc- 
ceeded in crossing without the low of a 
man or beast. 


From that time on the pursuit of the 


Boers was taken up without baggage. 


the troops being supplied by foragers, 
enabling them to make more rapid 
m'ovemenits, by which the British were 
able to keep in touch with the repub- 
licans. 


Johannesburg, Dec. 8—The Boers cap- 


tured 17,000 sheep from a small detach- 
ment of British troops in the vicinity 
of Krugeredorp. 


Capetown, Dec. 8—Lord Roberts ar- 


rived today and was given a splendid 
reception. 


The mayor, couiJcillors, citizens c'om- 


mittee and thousands of 
sightseers 


met him at the docks and escorted him 
to the government house. 


Antwerp, Dec. 8—A special frtom the 


Hague says Holland has no Intention 
to intervene in favor of arbitration of 
the Transvaal troubles. 


The Hague, Dec. 8—The queen re- 


ceived Mr. Kruger in audience this 
morning. It was not attended by cere- 
mony as Mr. Kruger is traveling In- 
cognito. 


Lisbon, King Carlos I, Queen Marie 


Amelia and Prince Royal Lou la Phil- 
ippe, accompanied by members of the 
•cabinet and other dignitaries, were en- 
tertained at luncheon! on board the 
British battleship Majestic by Vice- 
Admiral Sir Harry Holdsworth Rawson 
today. 


The Portuguese hymn was sung and 


Admiral Rawson proposed a toast to 
the royal family. 


The king replied in English, thank- 


ing Admiral Rawsou for the aentimenifl 
he expresed. 
The royal visitors remaind aboard the 
battleship three hours and later as- 
sisted at entertaining at the British 
legation.

low to remain in their children's lungs a 
quantity. mAe or less in volume, of foul, 
unchanged air?

The shoulders 
arc thrcwn back, the chin is level or 
slightly raised, the arms are held tightly 
at the side, tbe lips are firmly closed. 
"Never breathe with the mouth open" is 
an rulmoaition which cannot be too rigid- 
ly enforced. 


Tbe ten breaths are drawn from new, 


live air, not that which bus stagnated all 
nicfat in the house. Each inspiration is 
blow and steady, filling the lunjcs to their 
depths, the live air i* held for a few sec- 
onds, then respired as slowly as it was 
drawn in. To throw it out in a rapid 
pant is hurtful to muscles and tissue*. 


Ten breaths taken in this way will not 


only strengthen and refresh tbe respira- 
tory apparatus, but quicken the blood 
Into a livelier flow so naturally and 
healthfully that the action of the heart is 
not made irregular. The skin all over 
the body is tinged with a clear pink, tbe 
system baring been awakened all along 
the linn of life. 
In cold weather ten

been salt air tingling in th* nostrils, or in 
the tflttli of a north wind tearing down 
the street, will warm one from head to 
to*.

In the cities he has neither \*f 
cense tax nor bouse tax nor municipal 
rate to trouble him. No tax collector 
call; at his door. He is free to trade and 
travel where he will; passports are un- 
known. He settles his disputes by the 
arbitration of his own voluntarily sup- 
ported guilds. A nominal land tax, a 
customs entry tas of 5 per cent ad va- 
lorem and a transit tax, or likin, of 2% 
per cent, together with the produce of the 
government salt monopoly, are estimated 
to burden the Chinamun with an annual 
contrioution amounting to less than half 
• dollar per head.—North American ll**- 
view.

There was published today in pamphlet form for the Valors the annual re- 


port of City Treasurer Hardenbergh, as required by the charter to be issued 
before city elections. The chief features of this have already been published. 
There is in the treasury S31.456.10, of which about $20,000 Is in the form of un- 
appropriated balance. Last year there was about $69.000 in the treasury when 
the report was made, but of this $55,000 had Just been borrowed for the new 
•chool, and the unappropriated balance was much smaller than this year. The 
tax collector's report shows that the tares for 1896 and 1897 are all collected, 
and that there is $7.346 uncollected taxes for 189$ and 1899. The uncoilected 
balance of this year is $i3,851.89. A large proportion of this, however, is the 
paving assessment, the bills tor which have not been out lonfe. The following 
table from the report gives the list of appropriations, expenditures, balances 
and overdrafts in the various departments:

brought a production of so much real 
merit and of such easy grace of move- 
ment. The audience filled the house. 


"Sag Harbor" was a minor part of 


the event compared with Mr. Herne. 
As a play it is perhaps the best ex- 
ample in all Mr. Herne's writings and 
acting of his naturalism, but 
in the 


hat.Us of any but its author and his 
company it could have been "little short 
of slow and monotonous, and perhaps 
a. trifle crude. But as presented last 
night, it was more delightful than those 
whose anticipations were already high 
could have imagined. The play pre- 
sents on: the stage the lives of flsher- 
folk of the middle coast, presents it as 
the life, and not a series of stage ef- 
fects; the life, and nothing more. Non- 
but Mr. Herne ever had the master's 
knowledge and courage to make a play 
of real life, present it as real life, and 
make it really live. 


The play is quiet, stran'sely so. The
